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TAX ON FUNERALS 
FOREST PARK PLAN 


Five Cemeteries Are Virtually 
Closed by Ordinance Passed 
_by Village Board. 


HEARSES MUST PAY $8.00. 


The village of Forest Park is out to get 
all the money the undertaker doesn’t get 
when death enters a home. access to the 
five cemetéries west of Chicago was virtually 
blocked last night by an action of the coun- 
cil of the village—geateway to the western 
buria] grounds. 

The council passed an ordinance authoriz- 
ing @ toll to be charged for very vehicle 
which traverses the streets of Forest Park. 
The cemeteries can only be reached now by 
the payment of a vehicle tax, which will 
place a prohibitive cost on every funeral 
procession going that way. The rates are 
as follows: 

For single horse vehicle, $4. 

For double horse vehicle, $3. 

For single seated automobiles, $10. 

For double seated automobiles, $20. 

In accordance with this schedule drivers 
of hearses must pay $8 to use the streets of 
the village. Every vehicle in the procession 
will have to pay from $4 to $20. 

Said to Be Spite Measure. 

The ordinance, which is said to amount to 
a measure of spite, is believed to be aimed 
at the Chicago city administration which re- 
fused to cotperate with Forest Park in the 
late traction fight affecting the suburb. 

The cemeteries which can be reached only 
by driving through Forest Park include 
Mount Carmel, Forest Home, Waldheim, Al- 
tenheim, and Concordia. In these buria! 
grounds are family lots of thousands of Chi- 
cago persons. They are visited daily the year 
around by hundréds of mourners. 

Immediately following the passage of the 
ordinance President H. J. Mohr ordered Cap- 
tain Fred Licht of the police department to 
notify all vehicle owners and automobile 
drivers who pass through the village of the 
drastic measure. 


Ninety Per Cent from Chicago. 

According to the discussion of the ordi- 
nance 90 per cent of the vehicles which pass 
through Forest Park are from Chicago. The 
revenue which could be collected from these 
vehicles in a year will amount to a large sum 
if the ordinance stands up in the courts and 
is upheld by the village. 

-' Chicago is blocking the traction situation 
out here by refusing to enter into any agre®- 
ment with us which would cut down its reve- 
nue from this source,”’ said Presicent Mobr. 
“There has not been a car moving here for 
months, but it is possible that the enforce- 
ment of the new ordinance wiil bring results.”

JUDGE GOODNOW’S SCORE. 


Judge Charlies Goodnow, who says he 
never uses the word “obey” in marriage 
ceremonies, has wedded sixty-four couples 
in the first six months of Chicago's Court of 
Domestic Relations. Only two of these mar- 
riages proved unhappy. 

The judge has returned 1,26u estranged hus- 
bands and wives to each other's arms and 
sent them home rather than send one to jail. 
The court has collected more than $25,000 
for deserted wives and children. 

The first half year of the new court closed 
on Saturday. The record shows that 2,484 
cases of domestic trouble came before Te 
judge for adjustment up to that time. 
Eighty-three persons have been sent to the 
house of correction, but ninety six have been 
freed from that institution. 


‘“‘Home Heaven Now,” Says One Wife. 
“ Home has just been heaven, judge,”’ said 
one grateful wife to the judge, “since you 
talked to my husband. I don't think any one 
could do so much for us.’ It has been the 
judge’s policy to cause reconciliations when- 
ever possible. and not take cases to trial. 

‘‘ Charitable organizations and lodges have 
been of great assistance,"’ the judge said 
yesterday. “They have taken charge of 
Of these the Juvenile 
Protective association alone handled 427 
cases and the United Charities 106. 

“Of the cases which came to trial only 114 
were discharged. One hundred and ninety- 
four wives asked that their husbands go free 
on promise of good behavior. 


Happiness Better than Jail. 

“The marriages have been particularly 
euccessful’’ said Judge Goodnow. “I would 
rather have a couple happy than send a man 
to jall. We are trying more cases than any 
other court, and I feel the strain of the work. 

“I do not think the old system will ever 
be revived. This gives better results. Tho 
court has 226 cases pending.”

LONDON MUCH IN DARE.

LONDON, Oct. 3, 5 a. m—Up to4 o'clock 
this motning no direct news has been received 
from Tripoli, and there was little of impor- 
tance from any other point concerning the 
war between Italy and Turkey. 

Such dispatches as were received were con- 
tradictory and without trustworthiness be- 
yond the news that the Italian torpedo boat 
flotilla had attacked three more Turkish tor- 
pedo bdats, sinking two of them. The third, 
eccording to the agent of Lloyds at Corfu, 
Was sunk. 

There was no direct news of any conse- 
quence concerning the actual progress of the 
war. The few reports that were received 
criginated either at Rome or Constantinople, 
and the Italian and Turkish press are both 
notoriously unreliable. 


Abruzzi Most Active Figure. 

Actual hostilities seem for the present time 
to be confined to the activities of the torpedo 
flotilla under) the command of the Duke of 
the Abruzzi.| Incidentally it may be said 
that the apparent overzeal of the duke gas 
caused |some embarrassment to hie gove ®- 
ment, because of a hint from Vienna in refer- 
ence thereto.

SEVEN CRAZED BY THIRST. 


Girl Dies as Result of Privation on Voy- 
age to Safety. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®,] 

MALTA, Oct. 2—The British steamship 
Castlegarth arrived here early today with 
1,800 refugees from Tripoli. As they entered 
the harbor they shouted aloud for bread and 
water. They said they had left Tripoli last 
Friday practically without provisions, and 
that a number of persons had been taken off 
by an Italian man of war. When they left 
Tripoli they |were| given but two hours in 
which to embark. 


Lose All Worldly Goods. 

The majority of those aboard the steamship 
had lost practically all their worldly goods 
and those who landed say that their euffer- 
ings were almost beyond description owing 
to the scarcity of food and water. Seven 
passengers went insane from thirst and one 
young girl died. : 

Men, women, and children were huddied 
together witheut protection from a storm 
that was raging, and all were drenched to the 
skin. All who landed are destitute and were 
forced to appeal to the inhabitants of Malta 
for aid. . 

There is the greatest indignation here over 
the lack of foresight on the part of the Brit- 
ish authorities in Tripoli which resulted in 
the sending of the refugees away under such 
deplorable conditions as obtained on board 
the Castlegarth. }

New York. Oct. 2.—[Special.}—Only the 
cowboy training of Col. Theodore Roosevelt 
saved the life of his wife in a mishap of the 
road that became known today when the 
villagers at Oyster Bay began asking one 
another why {t was the entire Roosevelt 
family falled to appear at chureh yesterdey. 

When inquiry was made it was learned 
that Saturday afternoon Col. and Mrs. 
Roosevelt. with Archie, were riding along 
the Cove road in front of Dolland’s black- 
smith shop. Mrs. Roosevelt was mounted 
on her favorite horse, The animal reared 
at the sight of the blacksmith’s place and 
threw her heavily to the ground Shestruck 
on her shoulders and head, and her foot 
caught In the stirrup. 

That was where former Cowboy Roosevelt 
was of more value to the family than former 
President Roosevelt. He swung low in his 
paddle, grabbed the bridle of the plunging 
horse, and came sliding from his own saddle 
just as the horse hit the ground. And that 
horse stayed on the ground under the 
handling of the former ranchman. 

Archie slid over from the other side and 
took a hand. Before the horse had, time 
to drag her a step the two released Mrs. 
Roosevelt's stirrup foot. 

Today the information was given at the 
ex-president’s home that Mrs. Roosevelt was 
rapidly recovering and would be out again in 
the course of a few days.

Immediate Removal of Dead 
in Debris Necessary if Torch 
Is to Spare Them. 


EIGHTY-SIX ARE MISSING. 


Fatalities May Total 150; Sur- 
vivors Opposed to Funeral 
Pyre Idea. 


Austin, Pa., Oct. 2.—Twenty-four known 
Gead, elghty- -six missing and believed to be 
buried beneath the débris is the official census 
tonight of .Austin’s loss of life in the flood 
of Saturday. 

It is conceded, however, that severa! if 
not many visitors anc strangers were in town 
that day and undoubtedly perished. 

Including them and allowing for inevitable 
errors in compilation, the total of dead may 
reach 150. 

Twenty-one of the twenty- four bodies re- 
covered have been identified and of the miss- 
ing hope is entertained that some may yet 
be accounted for 

The problem tonight is to recover the dead 
from the thousands of tons of débris choking 
the narrow valley. To do so before it be- 
comes necessary to burn the ruins and save 
the liting from an epidemic, an army of la- 
borers must reach the town within the next 
thirty-six hours, officials say. Otherwise the 
torch may transform the wreckage into the 
pyre of most of those who have perished. 


Ask Aid from Outside. 

The singie line of wire between Austin and 
the outside world carried an urgent plea for 
‘workmen to the mayors of Buffalo, Pittsburg, 
and Philadelphia. Samuel G. Dixon, state 
commissioner of health, supreme in command 
at Austin, wired each of the mayors as fol- 
lows: 

“We are in need of laborers to assist in 
rescue work. Desire about 400 sent ina bunk 
train. Please advise us what you can do.

“Coffee Wagon’ Proprietor Says He 
Has Done It on 34 Cents While 
Living with Hobos, 


The: high cost of living problem was solved 
last night by Malcolm McDowell, proprietor 
of the “‘ coffee wagon,”’ who spoke before the 
Men’s club of St. Edmund’s church. His 
subject was “‘ How to Live on Three and a 
Half Cents a Day.’’ McDowell tried the ex- 
periment a few winters ago. 

He \told of his life for two weeks with 
twenty-five “ hobos’’ on the wést side. By 
“ panhandling,”’ ‘ pear! diving,”’ and all the 
arts of ‘“‘hoboing”’ except ‘' jackrolling ”’ 
the men lived on less than 4 gents 4 day in 
the middle of the winter. 

“Panhanding” is begging, ea.” pearl 
diver’ is a dishwasher, and “ jackrolling ”’ 
is robbing a drunken ‘* hobo.”’ 

McDowell urged the men with jobs to “ be 
@ spart a nickelis worth” whenever they 
were “* panhandled.” 

“ You ought to be willing to take a chance,” 
he said. “It may mean life or freezing to 
death to some man who Its willing to work if 
he has the chance.” 

“If the ‘casual unemployed’ ever get to 
the starving point, the Lord help you.” he 
said. ** They are not naturally vicious, and 
with 30,000 cups of coffee that were given 
them last winter there were only three fights. 
But most of them are young. They could tear 
an ordinary citizen to pieces. And you can't 
handle them with pink powder methods. 
If you don't manhandle’them they will man- 


handle you.”

It is reported the officials of the treasury 
department at Washington will not acquire 
for the present block forty-four—that bound- 
ed by Van Buren, Congress, Clinton, and 
Jefferson streets—as a site for the proposed 
west side postoffice. Instead they are said 
to have fixed upon block twenty-nine, ad- 
joining on the west and bounded by Van 
Buren, Congress, Jefferson, and Desplaines 
streets. 

Block twenty-nine is the one which the 
Pennsylvania road is seeking to acquire in 
connection with its’new west side freight 
terminal. 

The Untted States district attorney will 
begin condemnation proceedings on this 
block. Eventually the government hopes to 
take over block forty-four and close Jeffer- 
son street and erect on the double site a 
$10,000,000 or $20,000,000 building, 

Block forty-four formerly was occupied 
by the plant of the Western Electric com- 
pany, and about @ year ago was sold by the 
company to John Barton Payne and officials 
of the American Steel Foundries. The con- 
sideration was said to be about $2,000,000. 

Money consideration caused the selection 
of 29." There is available for the post- 
office site $1,750,000. This would not buy 
both blocks. Block twenty-nine will cost 
about $1,000,000 Another appropriation will 
be needed to buy forty-four,

MERCHANT SENT TO CELL. 


John R. Collins, Indicted with 
Badger Millionaire, Gives 
Up $4,000. 


New York, Oot. 2—{Special.]—Nathan | 
Allen, the leather manufacturer of Kenosha, 
Wis., who was indicted by a federal grand 
jury for smuggling jewelry, was sentenced 
»y Judge Hough in the criminal branch of 
the United States Circuit court today to 
pay a fine of $12,000. John R. Collins of 
Memphis, Tenn., president of the Southern 
Coal company, indicted for a similar crime 
was fined $4,000. The fines were paid to 
Commissioner Shields immediately. 

Allen and Collins escaped prison sentences 
vecause Judge Hough was unwilling to class 
‘them with persons who have made a busi- 
ness of defrauding the government. On this 
peint Judge Hough said: 

“I will state again my view of what has 

ome to be kpown as the ant!-smuggling 
crusade in this city. To my mind there 
‘S @ great distinction between those foolish 
persons—largely women—and equally foolish 


men—who, when coming into this country as 
passengers, bring upon thelr persons or con- 


cealed in their luggage some articles of 
adornment for personal wear, and smuggling 
merchants. 


Business Offenders Worst. 

“ Of course, both are against the law, and 
therefore wrong, but I think the occasional 
smugglers are vastly different from those 
who carry on a long continued course of 
smuggling for profit—smuggling which ts a 
part of the mercantile transaction in which 
it occurs—for that goes to the root of all 
honest business.”

ACCUSED MAN ON STAND. 


Says He Spent More than $100,- 
000 Without Bothering 
About the Details 
of Cost. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 2.—On the witness 
gtand before the senatorial investigating 
committee for three hours to answer charges 
that bribery and corrupt use of money had 
contributed to his election, United States 
Senator Isaac Stephenson today testified 
that, although he spent $107,973 in his cam- 
paign, he had little knowledge as to just 
how it was spent, except that it was not 
used in violation of the law. The details, he 
eald, he had left to his campaign managers. 

As an instance of his ignorance of just 
where the money went he cited an item of 
$11,000 for postage. 

“Now,” declared Senator Stephenson, “I 
am president of more than &@ dozen active 
industries in this state and I ‘have in my 
employ more than 3,000 men, some of whom 
have been with me for fifty years. In them 
I have every confidence. I do not pay any 
ettention to the details of these industries. 


Couldn’t Watch Details. 

“Just so when my campaign for nomina- 
tion by the primaries in 1908 came up, I 
could not like awake nights trying to figure 
how the postage was used. I gave sums 
of money to my managers and told them to 
carry on a vigorous campaign and do every- 
thing to elect me, except that they must 
keep within the law. 1 cautioned them not 
to violate the law in any particular. So far 
ae I know they obeyed me.’ 

Citing proportionately large expenses for 
advertising buttons, lithographs, advertis- 
ing in newspapers, and tsaveling expenses, 
the witness testified he frequently asked 
where so much money was going, but, on be- 
ing told it was a close fight and that-the 
state had to be systematically canvassed to 
elect him. he questioned the matter no fur- 
ther. 

Two points as being the position of the 
‘defense ” in the inquiry, which is being 
conducted by a suncommittee of the senate 
cummittegon privileges“and elections, were 
made known by Charles E. Littlefield, coun- 
sel for Mr. Stenvhenson. 


Says Primary Is Exempt. 

One was that the committee had no au- 
thoBity to investigate the primary cam- 
paign of 1908, at which Mr. Stephenson was 
nominated, but must confine itself to ques- 
tioning whether the senator actually ex- 
pended money for his election by the state 
legislature in 1909. He asserted that all the 
money was spent in the nomination and not 
@ dollar went to the election. 

Another declaration was that Mr. Stephen- 
son was elected by the legislature when both 
houses voted separately on Jan. 26, 1000, and 
that the subsequent election by the legis- 
lature jointly on March 4, 1908, when three 

ratic members absepted themselves 
so gave Mr. Stephenson a majority, was 
mot necessary. 

The committee announced that at presént 
it would not confine itself te any of ghe 
Mmitations thus set forth. 

Continuing his testimony, Mr. Stephenson 
declared he had given for campaign pur- 
poses sums of money to men who afterward 
became candidates for the legislature and 
were elected, but he said he was not aware 
of their candidacy when he gave them the 
money. 

Took Little Personal Interest. 

“I paid $260 to L. H. Bancroft for getting 
names of people to whom to send campaign 
Uterature,”’ he said. “He afterward ran 
for the legislature and was elected, but I 
4id not know of his candidacy. I took little 
interest in the primaries, leaving it to my 
managers. I understand a sum of money 
was paid to C. C. Wellensgard, who after- 
ward was elected to the assembly, but this 
money was paid him without my knowledge. 
My managers were BE. A. Edmonds of Ap- 
pieton, J. H. Puelicher of Milwaukee, and 
J. A. Van Cleve of Marinette.” 

“The record shows that you paid out te 
your managers on day $10,000, and a short 
time afterward gave them $15,000 more,’’ said 
Senator,W. B. Heyburn, chairman. “ Didn't 
you e ask them what they were doing 
with all that money?” 

“No, only in a general way.’’ 

‘In October, 10908, more than a month 
after the primaries, you gave Puelicher sev- 
eral thousand dollars. Didn't you inquireas 
to what he wanted it for?’’ 

“No; I supposed it was for some bill. 
They did not always present bills promptly. 
In the same way | gave J. Earl «organ, my 
son-in-law, $2,500 for campaign expenses.” 


Denies Buying Democrats. 
“Did you pay three Democratic members 
or any one else for absenting themselves 
from the legisiature on March 4, 1908, so 
that you could have a majority?’ 
“No. I never knew of any member having 
absented himself except as I read it in the 


pers.” 

Hy A. E@monds testified he knew of no 
money having been used illegally in Mr. 
Stephenson's election. The bill for adver- 
tising, he said, amounted to $40,000. A check 
for $2,600 had been paid to the state game 
warden, J. W. Stone, on Mr. Stephenson’s 
instructions, he declared, but he did not 
know to what use the money was put. In 
previous legisiative investigations it was 
brought out that Stone distributed money 
to deputy game wardens. 
. The committee will resume its hearings to- 
morrow, when more of Senator — s 
campaign workers will be examined. 


State Senator Starts Inquiry. 

The forma! charges against Senator Ste- 
phenson were presented in a declaration by 
John J. Blaine of Boscobel, Wis., who, as 
state senator, made the original charges. 

In his declaration Mr. Blaine charged 
Senator Stephenson with having paid to E. 
A. Edmonds $107,783 to be used in Senator 
Stephenson's primary campaign for the nom- 
ination, and that the money was used cor- 
ruptly. He asserted that “ various sums 
were paid to electors of the state cerruptly 
end unlawfully.” 

E. M. Hyzer, an attorney, then cannected 
with a railroad. he charged, had offered his 
services to work for the senator’s campaign.

Lincoln, Neb., Oct. 2—President Taft, who 
arrived here from Omaha this morning, re- 
ceived a cordial non-partisan welcome when 
Wiliam J. Bryan, rising before the ,400 
guests at the luncheon given in Mr. Taft's 
honor, proposed a’ toast—which was drunk 
with water—to the president of the United 
States.

It ig further charged that the will pro- 
duced by Minard, bearing the date of June 
20, 1091, making him the sole beneficiary, is 
not the real will and that the estate of Mrs 
Minard amounted to over $20,000 in real and 
personal property, although the petition of 
Minard filed in the Probate court states that 
it does not amount to over $9,400. 

Minard filed what purported to be the will 
of his wife in the Probate court, and it was 
admitted to record on July 27. 


Charge Destruction of Will. 

The ‘bill contains the charge that Minard 
took the last will of Mrs. Minard, which 
bore the date of June 15, 1w8, from a safety 
deposit box in their home. 

Under the rea: will, it is charged, Mrs. 
Minard made a different division of her real 
estatejahd léft a bequest of $500 each to Mat- 
tie Raver and Charles Raver, her niece and 
nephew.

The Hotchkiss statement did not please 
Bartzen, and late yesterday the following 
“roast “ of the Northwestern professor was 
issued by the county board president: 

“The hearing of the Illinois Industrial 
school disclosed the fact that a number of 
the officers and directors of said institution 
are closely associated with other organi- 
gations and associations working through the 
Juvenile court, and the hearing of the indus- 
trial school matter seems to have banded 
these persons and associations together. 

“ From all we can learn they have brought 
pressure to bear through the newspapers and 
otherwise upon your committee to preventa 
forcible and complete investigation not only 
of the Juvenile court system but of the vari- 
ous organizations working through it. We

Bitter Feeling on Both Sides.

On May 27, 1898, Sampson by telegraph or- 
dered Schley to proceed from Cienfuegos to 
Santiago, where the Spanish fleet, under 
command of Admiral Cervera, was thought 
to be. Schley’s vessels were short of coal 
and he sent a dispatch saying ‘‘ Muth to be 
regretted,, cannot obey orders of depart- 
ment.” It was contended, however, that he 
still maintained a blockade of Santiago har- 
bor, and his excellent work in attacking the 
Spanish vessels as they emerged from the 
harbor was commended by Admiral Sampson, 

Winfleld Soott Schley was born in Freder- 
ick county, Md., in 1839. After Braduating 
at Annapolis in 1860 and serving during the 
civil war in minor capacities he Was commis- 
sioned in 1866 as lieutenant comniander. He 
did sea service in 1884, volunteered for and 
was placed in command of the expedition sent 
to search for Lieut. (now rear admiral) Gree- 
ly an@ his companions, who had been lost 
from civilization for nearly two years. The 
finding of them in & state of exhaustion and 
about to die constituted one of the dramatic 
incidents in arctic exploration.

THE PURE WATER UNION. 

The Great Lakes International Pure 
Water association which was organized here 
last week is a novelty, There have been in- 
ternational agreements about rivers, but 
they dealt only with their navigation. 
There is an agreement of long standing be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain 
as to the great lakes, but it has to do with 
armaments.* When it was entered into a 
-hundred yeara'ago water pollution was an 
undreamed of peril. If it had been known 
then that sewage could poison drinking 


‘water nobody would have imagined that the 


waters of the great lakes ever could. be in 
any danger. 

Then there were only a few people living 
on the shores of those lakes or on the rivers 
emptying into them, while there are millions 
now. Then there were only trading posts, 
where now there are great cities. We have 
discovered that we cannot with safety and 
decency use the lakes as receptacles of sew- 
age and as sources of water supply. we 
have found out that the sewage of one local: 
ity may contaminate the drinking water of 
another, and that all should give up a primi; 
tive method of sewage disposal so that alt 
may be safe. |

Injuries were 
regarded as slight, but it was noticed that 
he limped a little, and dragged his feet after 
him when tired; also he has had fever every 
afternoon, which ‘has only been observed 
since then; it is not known whether he ever 
had any before the fall of not. If the hip 
is tubercular should the tuberculin not be in- 
jected, and hypophosphites, or sqmething 
given internally, and is it advisable to keep 
him in bed all the time? The only indica- 
tion of tuberculosis of the hip or in the 
system is the temperature: She asks if 
there is danger that he will be crippled or 
lame, or affected from this all his life.

My advice to you is to get « 
diagnosis. A history of a fall followed by limping 
and afternoon temperature points strongly toward 
an infection In some joint and probably the hip 
joint. This infection would be with the tuber- 
cular bacillus or some other germ An injection 
of tuberculin would show whether the germ was 
the tubercular bacillus or not. Bat an infectian 
with Some pus germ would) be Just aé serious.

Henry Gladstone was by no means the 
only son of the great Liberal leader of the 
nineteenth cejtury who derived no political 
advantage. from his father’s eminence. 
Henry's eldest brother, William, although 
he entered parligment, never got beyond an 
unpaid lordship of the treasury, while the 
clergyman brother, instead of receiving a 
bishopric, a deanery, or even the prebendary 
stall of canon of some cathedral, had to re- 
main satisfied with the rectorship of the 
vilHage church of Hawarden.

in Hampshire; @n@ sorme¢ 10,000 acres of land 
have been plaged upon the market. 

Heron court is full of treasures, many of 
them collected by the first Earl of Malmes- 
bury. The jatter, so celebrated as a diplo- 
matist, was for many years ambassador to 
the court of Catherine the Great, and was 
the author of the aphorism, “‘ The Briton 
who spends much of his time among strange 
nations, and does not, every time he visits 
his native land, thank God for being British, 
is unworthy ? the blessings of true HMb- 
erty.’’- 

Among the Lrenentel at.Heron court are 
numerous relits of Nelson; glso the table,, 
at one-time owned .by Louis AILV. of. 
France. upon which was signed the-treaty, 
or, rather. family compact, by which the 
French Bourbons secured the throne of Spain 
at the end of the seventeenth century. 

It was the third Lord Malmesbury, grand- 
uncle Of the present earl, who played ‘so 
important a role as foreign minister dur- 
ing the earlier portion of the reigh of Queen 
Victoria, and whose reminiscences, published 
a few years before his death, form one 
of the most amusing histories of the idio-

Lord Malmesbury is married to a daughter 
of Lord Calthorpe, served in South Africa 
during the war, and did duty as private sec- 
retary to the minister of the colonies in 
Downing street, as well as on the staff of 
the governot of New South Wales. His el- 
dest son,.now 5 years old, bears the title of 
Viscount Harris, ard is a godchild of the 
Kaiser, who, when staying at Gen. Stuart 
Wortley’s place in the south of England 
four years ago, drove over to Heron court 
to attend the christening.

Cardinal Logue, Archbishop of Armagh 
and Roman Catholic Primate of Ireland, 
frail and advanced in years. has just lost 
an old and dear ffiend through the death at 
Torquay of Dr. Wildam Alexander. Anglican 
Archbishop of Armagh and, until the begin- 
ning of this year, Anglican Primate of the 
Emerald Isle. 

The intimacy between these two aged 
prelates of different churches was based on 
a community of tastes and the same kindly 
and generous way which they both had of 
looking at all the phases‘and features of 
the life around them. 

In addition to his other gifts, Dr. Alexander 
was a poet of rare merit. while his wife was 
the authoress of various famous hymns, in- 
cluding that well known one beginning, 
“ There is a green hill far away." In fact, 
the names of the late archbishop and of his 
wife figure on many of the pages of the 
volume known as ‘Hymns Ancient and 
Modern.” 

Dr. Alexander was the last survivor of 
the parliamentary lords spiritual of the 
Protestant church of Ireland prior to its 
disestablishment, over forty years ago, and. 
when first consecrated Bishop of Derry, in 
1867, enjoyed the unique distinction of pre- 
siding over a diocese in which his own father 
was a beneficed clergyman. In affluent cir- 
cumstances, he commemorated his connec- 
tion with the see of Derry by endowing the 
bishopric with a stipend of $10,000 a year, 
and with a stately and fully furnished resi- 
dence. 

His career in the house of lords as bishop of 
Derry lasted but one session, owing to the 
Gisestablishment of the Irish ¢hurch, and 
his maiden speech may Mkewise be de- 
scribed as having been his Parliamentary 
swan song. The speech was naturally 
against the disestablishment, and he began 
it by observing: 

“I am afraid that I am in danger ‘ because 
I am an Irishman—in still greater danger 
because I aman Irish bishop—of using strong 
words instead of strong arguments.”’

New York Property to Be As- 
- sessed Placed at $10,- 
000,000 Each. 


NEW ~ MILLIONAIRES. 


Value of Realty in Five Bor- 
oughs Placed at Ten Bill- 
ion Dollars. 


New York, Oct. 2.~—{Special.]—Under the 
new law which permits the payment of taxes 
semi-annually instead of onte a year, and in 
préparation for that plan, which goes into 
effect next year, the tax rolls of the city for 
1911 were opened today for the first time in 
October, instead of January. 

The basis of assessment on the property of 
Andrew Carnegie and that of Mrs. Margaret 
C. Sage. widow of Russell Sage, has been 
increased $5,000,000 each, so that they head 
the list with $10,000,000 each. Other assess- 
ments show even greater increases propor- 
tionately. John Jacob Astor has been raised 
fram $400,000 to $800,000. J. Plerpont Morgan 
has also been raised a like amount. John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. is assessed $500,000, against 
$240,000 last year. The estate of John W. 
Gates has been put down at $1,000,000. 


Three New Millionaires. 

Three new millionaires on the rolls are: 
Sarah E. Cook of 4} East Thirty-eighth 
street, Joseph Pulitzer, and Georgis A. Mc- 
Donald. All are on the books as being worth 
$1,000,000. 

The tentative lists show that realty valua- 
tions have increased, while the valuation of 
persona! property has decreased; that the In- 
crease in the value of real estate in the Man- 
hattan borough is slight; that many wealthy 
men apparéntly did not take advantage of the 
new secured debt law which offered immunity 
from paying taxes that are offset by other 
evidences of indebtedness, and that 7,415 new 
riiidings have been erected at a cost of over 
$100, 000,000. 


New York Realty Worth Ten Billion. 

Estimating the realty which is exempt from 
taxation at $2,500,000,000, the value df all real 
estate in flve boroughs approximates $10,000,- 
000;000. The persona! property valuation for 
1912 ig $749, 129,573, as against $863,857,886 for 
1911. Almost $500,000,000 of the 1911 property 
assesment Was sworn off, leaving the total 
amount to be collected on $257,923,123. Ac- 
cording to the tax commissioners not nearly 
80 auch will be sworn off next year, as in 
their opinion assessments have been made on 
a much more equitable basis with a better 
all around apportionment. The list contains 
fewer names than last year, and while many 
of the large assessments have been increased, 
a much larger number of small ones has 
been decreased. 

The tax commissioners said they increased 
the assessments among those who are 
wealthy enough to stand the increase and 
were more lenient with those possessing 
smaller amounts. ‘

not exceeding 16. per cent for No. 2, or “ sail *’ 


being certified Dy a chemist named by the gov- 
ernment of the United States and obtained by 
meane of a sample taken before shipment."’ 

The French importers are only following the jead 
in this matter of the London Corn Trade associa- 
tio. As was récently pointed out in @ report by 
Consul General Skinner at Hamburg, the London 
association is used as a protective device by prac- 
tically the whole European trade.

President Cyrus H. McCormick Declares 
by Wireless Company Has Nothing to 
Conceal and Nothing to Dodge. 


8. S. Kronprinz Wilhelm, Oct. 2, via wire- 
fess.—[Special.]—The International Harvest- 
er company is fully prepared to treat with the 
national government with reference to some 
form of federal supervision, according to 
President Cyrus H. McCormick, who reaches 
New York on Tuesday on board the Kron- 
prinz Wilhelm. Mr. McCormick proceeds dl- 
rectly to Chicago.
